What is in Store for Those Who Attend the Otober Sales 


While October is a favorite month in which to hold public auc- 
tion sales, October 1935, is destined to mean more to the buying 
public than has any October in recent years. Breeders every where 
have been reducing their herds the past few years in order to meet 
both Government requirements and enforced natural conditions 
created by the great drouth period. This reducing has largely 
been done through an elimination by close culling in the better 
herds—resulting in a decidedly improved quality product for the 
1935 sales. Especially is this noticeable when scrutinizing the 
beautiful catalogs that have been issued for the purpose of convey- 
ing to interested and prospective buyers a true story of the merit 
and value of the several sale offerings. 

Mercer County, Illinois, breeders are leading off with a com- 
bination sale of eighty-four head of excellent cattle, representing 
some twenty-eight herds located in that coun- 
ty, the hot bed of all Aberdeen-Angus activi- 
ties in America. The sale will be held at the 
Mercer County fair grounds adjoining the city 
of Aledo, on Thursday, October 3d, commenc- 
ing promptly at 12:30 o’clock p. m., with Cols. 
Cooper, Boultinghouse and Bradshaw presid- 
ing at the block and the genial Hugh Mc Whor- 
ter will in his masterful way direct the whole 
affair, while Fred Hahne, of the Journal, and 
other newspaper men will be present to assist 
to the best of their ability. Secretary Tom- 
have is scheduled to be present also. 

There are eighteen bulls listed ranging in 
age from August, 1931, to January, 1935, and 
representing about as many herds and the 
very best of bloodlines. It is the sires of these very bulls that 
have been making it possible for Mercer county to play such an 
important role at the leading steer shows of the country of late 
years, where the blues and purples have fallen lavishly upon Mer- 
cer county products. This will be a good place to come if you are 
looking for a real bull and they are here to suit any age limitation. 

The females represent the best bloodlines available in that 
county, the bulls appearing in these tabulations are the same bulls 
that have been making Mercer county history, they are the same 
bulls that have been siring the good cattle that have been going 
out to a highly satisfied clientele scattered from coast to coast and 
they are backed by the same men who have guaranteed perform- 
ance in the past. There just isn’t any chance for a newspaper to 
elaborate on individuals in a combination sale like this for it 
would require a whole issue to do 
the thing justice. The short and 
sensible way to get the story is to 
ask Hugh McWhorter for a copy of 
the catalog. In as much as the date 
is so close at hand it will be better 
still to drive over to Aledo the 
morning of the third and ask for 
your copy, which can be studied as 
you go over the cattle in the stalls. 
Shall we meet next Thursday at 
Aledo? 

The second week of October 
opens with a two day session at

of superior breeding. Nodaway county, Missouri, has had a failing 
for good Aberdeen-Angus cattle for a good many years back. From 
that sector has come conquerors at many of the leading big shows 
of the past. Today the brunt of the load of upholding the Doddie 
banner rests upon “Bob” Larmer and his good friend “Roll” Ev- 
ans.

Cooper and Brad- 
shaw will do the selling 
while Fred Hahne will 
represent the Journal, 
and other fieldmen will 
include E. T. Davis of 
Iowa and Frank Rich- 
ards of the Corn Belt 
Dailies. We’ll be seein’ 
you at Bob’s Oakdale 
Farms at junction of 
Highways 4 and 46 just 
south of Ravenwood, 
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Missouri, on Monday the 7th. Be there 
early for the sale starts promptly at 12:30 
o’clock. 

R. M. Evans is a bit more modest than 
his friend Bob-Larmer and for that reason 
readily agreed to join in a second day of 
selling while the crowd should be assembled.

Bigger and Better than Ever--Doddies have Real Show 


From Iowa to Indiana, that’s the itinerary 
of many of the full fledged show herds 
each year, and 1985 was no exception to 
that rule. Indiana presented her biggest 
and best in spite of a bit of rather unsatis- 
tactory weather. Good or bad weather, this 
show 1s so splendidly housed that it makes 
but little difference once one arrives at 
the show places. Crowds, indeed, more than 
ever. Interest in the beef cattle section 
may well be expressed in the same vein, 
especially was this true in the Aberdeen- 
Angus alley. 

In spite of the excellent cattle lined up 
in the breeding classes and all the attendant 
glory bestowed upon them and their owners, 
the crowning feature of Indiana’s Highty- 
third annual state fair was found in the 
accomplishments of young Willaim Dickin- 
son, ot Delphi, a 17 year old club boy who 
brought his grand champion club steer suc- 
cesstully to the open grand championship 
for steers of all breeds. The best part of it 
all the fact that this outstanding calf, pro- 
nounced by Judge W. J. Kennedy, of St. 
Joseph, Missouri, as the best calt that he 
has yet seen, was produced on the Dickin- 
son farm. Just another demonstration that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle make good in the 
hands of the men and boys who look after 
their welfare properly. 

The classes were well filled in the breed- 
ing section. The Indiana boys experienced 
a heap of trouble trying to capture the blue 
ribbons in the various classes, and only a 
few times were they successful. Tolans of 
Illinois were exceptionally strong in the bull 
division, finally finishing with both the 
junior and senior, and the grand champion- 
ship honors. Ames Plantation came off 
victorious in the junior championship bout 
when the purple was placed upon their very 
excellent heifer, Ames Plantation Black 
Lassie 477071. The Tolan bred Blackcap 
Tolan 35th, shown at the head of the two 
year old section by Marshall of Indiana 
proved too strong in the finals for the 
yonger matron, and was granted the senior 
and grand championship ribbon. 

Again Tolans won the get of sire class 
with animals sired by Eileenmere 32d.

New York State Fair 


Held at Syracuse, Aug. 25th to Sept. 2d

I thought probably that since many of 
our Aberdeen-Angus friends were not pres- 
ent at the recent New York State Fair at 
Syracuse held last week, it might be of 
interest to some of our readers to learn 
somewhat of the Aberdeen-Angus activities 
in connection with that show. 

The absence of the Briarcliff Farms ex- 
hibit from any show means of course that 
the quality is thereby lessened. While we 
had only forty-eight Aberdeen-Angus ant- 
mals shown at the New York State Fair, 
the quality there was certainly good, and 
while Cornell University appeared to be the 
largest winner, yet the competition was 
very keen and in some cases the University 
had to take a back seat to representatives 
in the herd of Clayton Taylor of Lawtons, 
— York, and G. H. June of Greenwich, 
Ohio. 

I think probably it is a good thing for 
us to be left on our own resources once in 
awhile without the good guiding hand of 
W. H. Pew, to fully realize what his guid- 
ance means to us, and what we must be pre- 
pared to do when Mr. Pew can no longer 
be the moving spirit of the show. Briar- 
cliff Farms were of course well represented 
in the University herd, since every animal 
shown in the Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
classes and steers, excepting two, was from 
cows bought at Briarcliff Farms, and the 
herd is headed by the great breeding bull, 
Briarcliff Barbarian 7th. 

It was a splendid surprise to us to learn 
that this old bull, although removed from 
the pasture only one week, was good 
enough to be declared male champion of the 
show. One of his daughters was also first 
prize senior yearling and the grand cham- 
pion of the show, while another full sister 
of this heifer was first prize heifer calf and 
junior champion of the show. Also the 
grand champion steer of the show over all 
breeds was another son of Briarcliff Bar- 
barian 7th out of a Miss Burgess heifer. Al- 
so the winning group of three of the show 
were all sons of this splendid breeding bull. 

I trust that a complete list of the win- 
nings of this show will reach you from an- 
other source, but I wish to state plainly 
that the herd of C. C. Taylor and G. H. 
June are now furnishing real competition in 
our show circles here in the east. In more 
than one case the University cattle were 
forced to move down the list to make place 
for animals from these various herds, and 

all told it was a very healthy show indeed. 

I never saw so much inquiry regarding 
bulls, I am sure that we could have disposed 
of at least a half dozen bulls at the fair had 
we had them. Letters are still coming to 
this office indicating that the call for beef 
breeding bulls in this state is no longer a 
mere “flash in the pan” but that people are 
determined to take this as one means out 
of the situation here, particularly in the 
Empire State.

Ohio and Iowa showing at the same time 
made it impossible for yours truly to at- 
tend both shows so Secretary Tomhave 
agreed to send along a few comments and a 
marked catalog from which to make up this 
report. Evidently Mr. Tomhave was highly 
pleased with the show and the vast crowds 
that thronged the show grounds from the 
time the gates opened until they were again 
closed. Following is what Secretary Tom- 
have had to say to the Journal: 


“We had a very nice Aberdeen-Angus 
show at Ohio with five full herds on exhi- 
bition; namely Briarcliff; Ames Plantation; 
Marshall; Hollinger and Hutchison. Alex 
Minty was supposed to judge the cattle but 
wired that he was taken ill and could not 
make the trip. Professor D. J. Kays of 
the Ohio State University judged the breed- 
ing cattle and did a splendid job. 

“They had a splendid attendance at the 
fair and it seems that they might break all 
previous records. They had an attendance 
of 125,000 on Wednesday and it was 
thought last night when I left that the at- 
tendance yesterday would be considerably 
in excess of 100,000. 

“They had a splendid fat carload lot show 
with about fifteen full carloads as well as a 
number of entries of five steers produced on 
Ohio farms. The champion carload was ex- 
hibited by Herr & Millinger, Springfield, 
Ohio, with a load of Aberdeen-Angus. They 
sold in the auction yesterday at $12.75. In 
the group of five cattle, L. R. Diest & Son, 
Beverly, Ohio, won this award with a group 


of five Aberdeen-Angus steers. They also 
have another class for the best single steer 
selected from the carload lots, allowing one 
entry from each exhibitor. This was won 
by Herr & Mellinger with their Aberdeen- 
Angus selected from the first prize carload.”

Bang Again! 


Among the good letters received in re- 
sponse to the Journal’s appeal for some con- 
certed properly directed action looking to- 
ward the estoppel of any move to make 
compulsory testing for Abortion (Bangs 
Disease) and the unwarranted destruction 
of breeding herds is the following good let- 
ter from Dr. J. C. McCabe, of Williamsburg, 
Iowa: 


The Letter: 
Williamsburg, Iowa.

Dear Sir: 

Have read with much interest your arti- 
cle on blood testing of cattle for contagious 
abortion, in last issue of Journal, and hear- 
tily agree with you that the necessity of 
testing all beef cattle for inter-state ship- 


ment, should be of deep interest to all 
breeders of pure bred beef cattle. 


I am not fully aware of whether or not 
cattle breeders have had anything to do 
with the passage of such State regulations, 
but surely they should have had a word to 
say regarding the passage of such laws, 
that so vitally affects the beef cattle in- 
dustry. 

Some few years ago many cases of so 
called typhoid fever in man, was found af- 
ter careful study to be undulant fever, the 
cause of which being traced to dairy herds 
affected with contagious abortion, from 
which milk supply was received. With these 
findings of the connection between contag- 
ious abortion in dairy herds, and undulant 
fever in man, many were deeply concerned 
for the future welfare of the dairy industry 
of the State. 

Very shortly after the dairy cow was 
found to be the causative factor in trans- 
mitting undulant fever to man, we are 
again informed from reliable sources, that 
many more cases of undulant fever appear 
among packing house workers, who come in 
contact with pork in their daily work, and 
that in most cases those affected were not 
milk drinking people. 

However, with no further study on con- 
tagious abortion in cattle, and with no fur- 
ther proof whether or not undulant fever 
in man was contracted only by the con- 
sumption of dairy products, a few States 
demanded the blood test of all cattle in- 
tended for shipment across their borders. 


The passage of such laws by a few States, 
had much to do with other States making 
similar regulations, not so much it seems 
from fear of spread of undulant fever, but 
against shipment of tested re-acting cattle, 
of which they already had plenty of such 
infected cattle. 

With several States requiring the blood 
test on cattle for inter-state shipment. and 
a cattle reduction program in the making, 
one can readily see why the Federal Gov- 
ernment made an appropriation to carry out 
further the testing of cattle in these States. 
To still further this work, it is understood 
that a second appropriation of funds by the 
Federal Government, has been just recently 
made. 

Contagious abortion in cattle can be con- 
trolled in herds so affected, and it would 
seem that a selected pure bred beef herd 
producing a 100% calf crop yearly, should 
not be refused an inter-state shipment, nor 
be destroyed by slaughter, even though a 
high percentage of cattle in such a herd, 
show positive reaction to the blood test. 

It would seem also, a far better form of 
investment. were the funds appropriated by 
the Federal Government used in research 
work on contagious abortion in cattle, and 
the relationship. if any, of this disease to 
undulant fever in man, than the present 
method of blood testing cattle, which no 
doubt will soon be a matter of compulsory 
reculation. 

If the beef cattle breeders are not in ac- 
cord with the present method of blood test- 
ing cattle for abortion, it would seem they 
should take the necessary steps against 
such procedure.
